PRICE ANALYSIS

a. Sole bid. The solicitation was originally advertised for a period of thirty-seven days and the bid opening was
extended seven days to attempt to increase vendor interest. Other Vendors were contacted and made a business
decision not to submit a bid response.

b. Two hundred and thirty-four notices were sent, including two MBEs and six WBEs. One bid was received, with
no response from the MBE /WBEs.

c. Unit price reductions were provided on several items currently under contract, including academy uniform
components and battle dress uniforms. This contract includes additional uniform items, as well as specification
changes to existing items. Uniform alteration services are incorporated into this contract for the first time. This
contract includes an online ordering system, and this is the first City uniform contract with this feature. These
changes make this contract not directly comparable to previous actions.

APPROVAL JUSTIFICATION

a. Sole bid received. Miller Uniforms & Emblems Inc. is the current provider of these goods and services.
b. The Purchasing Office concurs with the Emergency Medical Services Department’s award.
